The intense storm, 
it reported, was almost station- 
ary in the vicinity of Lake Huron 
and dying — very 
slowly.

and office accommodations. 
The 


new building fronts 238 feet on 
State Street and extends half way 
back to French Street. Also in- 


cluded was thi air conditioning of 
all offices. 


Many phases of the present mod- 


ernization arc not apparent to the 
eye of the passerby. 
Of course, 


the outward evidence of moderni- 
zation is the new building, but in- 
cluded in the effort and costs are 
many other things which are not 
seen.

RELIGION AND TROUBLED TIMES 


One of the more interesting developments of these 


troubled times has been the great groundsurge of religion. 
Millions are turning to the church for answers to prob- 
lems which non-spiritual guidance has been unable to 
solve. 


It probably is no coincidence then that nine years of 


planning and effort is about to result in the establishment 
of the National Council of Churches, embracing 29 
Protestant churches with a combined membership of more 
than SI million persons. 


The Council is the outgrowth of a three-day meet- , 


ing of 1200 delegates at Cleveland late in November. 
Some church leaders have referred to this meeting as "the 
most important gathering of non-Roman Christians in 
the history of the American church." 


The Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill saw it as "proof 


of the underlying spirit of cooperation among the 
churches and a promise that in action together we will 
face the great issues and opportunities of our time." 


The National Council is a merger of eight national 


interdenominational agencies. They are the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches; Foreign Missions Conference of North 
International Council of Religious Education; Missionary 
Education Movement of the- United States and Canada; 
National Protestant Council on Higher Education; United 
Council of Church Women; and United Stewardship 
Council. 


No merger of denominations is envisaged but the func- 


tions of all of these fine and worthy interdenominational 
bodies will be united. 
And from that union none can 


doubt that greater strength will come and greater good 
be done.

NEWSPAPERS AND BUSINESS 


The city of Pittsburgh has just found out what it is 


like to be without its daily newspapers for a prolonged 
period of time. Editions of Sunday, Nov. 19, were the first 
since a walkout of mailroom employes closed the three 
Pittsburgh dailies or Oct. 1. 


A survey taken by a national advertising and public 


relations firm shows what happened to business and to in- 
dividual readers. 


Automobile dealers were unable to advertise new 1951 


models and took losses ranging from 5 to 70 per cent. 
Beauty parlors estimated a falling off in trade of 20 to 50 
per cent. Clothing retailers saw the decline as 25 per 
cent. 
Drugs, entertainment, florists, schools, sporting 


events all showed sharp declines. 


A total of S2.4 per cent of people thought newspapers 


had become more important since they had been unable 
to get them. A total of 84.8 per cent said they found it 
difficult to find out facts or get them straight when news- 
papers weren't available. 


Jlen missed chiefly, in order of importance: local news, 


sports, national news, foreign news, radio and television 
information, vital statistics, national news, food and cook- 
ing, comics and foreign news. 


The survey organization footnotes these last two find- 


ings on men and women readers to the effect that people 


" questioned may have had a tendency to minimize their real 
irlerest in comics and play up their interest in "more 
i important things." Be that as it may, the range of interest 
covered the whole paper. One reader summed up his feel- 
".-j,s st being without his paper: "It's like losing an old 
dend."

The fire police will be at 
the game and will rope in the 
field, and will let no one excepting 
the officials and three press repre- 
sentatives within 20 feet of the 
sidelines. The crowd will also be 
kept away from in front of the 
grandstand. The team will be 


composed of Moore, left end; 
Borchers, left tackle; Mason, left 
guard; Winger, center; Woodruff, 
right guard; Wolfe, right tackle; 
Hassett, right end; Arnold, quar- 
terback; Lytle, right 
halfback; 


Hesch, left halfback; Archibald, 
fullback; Leonhart, Wilkins, Cobb, 
substitutes. Bert Alexander will 
act as referee." (Note: According 
to an article on the first page of 
Friday, November 30, 1900, issue, 
Warren won the game by a score 
of 15 to 5, in what was described 
as "one of the cleanest and best 
exhibitions of football ever seen 
in this city.

Administration Backs Eiil 
For Resources

-— (NEA)— A vast program of U. S. natural resource 
" development is being cooked up in the Department of Interior for 
possible presentation to the 82nd Congress. It will be presented as 
necessary to-ihe national defense effort. It will include electric power 
development, production of scarce metals, more petroleum and natural 
gas, even a project for a couple of pilot plants to test the commercial 
feasability of distilling sea water. 


All this at first sounds crazy. It may be labeled non-essential at a 


time when only defense projects should get priority. It is govern- 
rnent spending at a time when the call is for economy. 


People in charge of planning these projects, however, -put up quite 


an argument on the emergency nature of their problems. 


Under the national defense program, Interior Secretary Oscar Chap* 


man has been given the four-fold responsibility of developing power, 
| minerals, petroleum products and coal. 
| 
Full programs have not been made, have not. been cleared by the 


White House and the Bureau of the Budget. But it can be disclosed 
that they are in the works. Bills for some projects — like power, 


J reclamation and sea water pilot plants — have been presented to the 
81st Congress, where they have lain dormant.

*• explanation being given for the Democratic reverses in the last 
election has been that the party in power had no new program. It 
was on the defensive throughout the campaign. It was the-Repub- 
licans—like Senator McCarthy—who followed the same tactics used in 
the -1948 campaign by President Truman, in constantly attacking. 


One important factor in. carrying the west for the Democrats in 1948

sounding proposals is the sea water distillation idea. It is considered 
justified by several conditions which are apparent. New York has ft 
fresh water shortage problem. The ground water level in California 
has been dropping steadily through uncontrolled drilling and pump- 
Ing for irrigation. All through the west are deserts that would bloom 
if supplied with fresh water. 


U. S. Navy, during the last war, perfected processes tor distillation 


of sea water. Only small installations were in use, to supply drinking 
water on Pacific islands. But the Navy processes are considered 
adaptable to larger scale operations. 


The plan under consideration would call for the installation of two 
pilot plants,, one in California, the other in New Jersey. 


electric power, it is claimed that the U. S. Is now scraping the 


bottom of the barrel. It is made clear that there .is no actual 


Shortage now. Moreover, the private power industry has a big five- 
year -expansion program. The only trouble is that extra power will 
be needed next year, not in 1955. 


By coupling non-peak-load poWer from Bonneville and Shasta dams, 
it may be possible to. install two or three pot lines in that area. For 
much-needed aluminum production, it will be necessary to use diesel 
engine powered generators, or steam power from coal or natural gas. 


This will be high-cost power — too high lor economical aluminum 
production. But the emergency makes necessary its use. Cheap power 
will determine where the new plants are located. Too high power 
costs in New England, for instance, rule out its consideration in choos- 
ing plant sites, though this area has other advantages. 


Every effort is to be made to have private industry develop the new 


power sources. But where, private industry can't or doesn't do the 
Job, the government will propose to step irj
